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when, after the great Shock upon the 24th of March , 
there were fome Shocks every Day for a Month; fo 
that few or none went into Houfes before the latter 
End of April : When I had time enough to obferve 
their Motion, which was regularly periodic, or about 
the fame Hour every Day. But I muft differ from 
this unknown Gentleman's Opinion fo far as to fay, 
that every one of thofc Shocks was lateral, moving 
from the South to the North ; and, as near as I could 
judge, the Motions formed acute Angles, fomewhat 
rcfembling the Motion of Lightning.

It is faid to have been 
more violent in fcveral Places in the Neighbourhood 
than here 5 but this I much queftion* Alfo the Day

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I went thro* Stamford to Grantham, in my Way to 
Torkjhire, an Earthquake was felt in both thofc 
Places: So thatl have been within thcKnowlcgc of 
no lefs than Four of thefe Shocks of Nature in Eight 
Months time 5 but, thank God, none of them at¬ 
tended with any ill Confcqucnccs, any farther than 
furnifhing Room for melancholy Reflections upon 
fuch a difagreeablc Alteration in our Climate, which 
had been generally thought before tolerably free 

from this Calamity. ——-
